A PROBA BLE EFFECT. 



Our readers are all doubtless aware 
that the Chinese tax act passed by the 
local House has been declared unconsti- 
tutional and void by Mr. Justice Gray, 
in a clear and concise decision, the cor- 
rectness of which the learned Attorney- 
General, the ostensible author of the 
measure, dare not traverse or appeal 
against before a full Bench. The tax 
is dead, if a measure that did not poss- 
ess the vital principle of legality can be 
said to have ever lived. The heroic 
dash cf the Government on Chinese 
goods and chattels was a part of the 
scheme — on act of the drama previous- 
ly agreed upon by the professed friends 
of the Bill, the moro effectually to se- 
cure its early annulment and nllow 
certoin manufacturing interests that 
employ numerous Chinese and were 
affected by its presence on the statute- 
book to continue. The dash precipitat- 
ed the denouement and paved the way 
for the decision. Long 'ere this the 
eyes of the workingmen have been 
opened to the deception that was practic- 
ed upon them by the authors of the 
tax, who drew the bill with the express 
object of having tho tax upset by the 
first Judge before whom it might bo 
brought." It was a cruel piece of legis- 
lation, because it was possible to have 
grappled with and overcome the 
evil in a sensible and effective manner. 
The opportunity was allowed to 
slip away unimproved and the Chinese 
don't propose to "go" until the legisla- 
ture shall have adopted a scheme it will 
be possible to enforce. 

But our object in referring to the 
abortive Chinese tax is to point - out 
that there is danger of the Chinese 
escaping entirely from the responsi- 
bility of taxation until compelled by 
the Supreme Court. Section 1 of the 
Chinese Tax Act repeals the provisions 
of the Assessment Act, 187*1, and those 
of the School Tax Act, 1 870, so far as 
the provisions apply to the Chinese; 
and section two substitutes an annual 
lax of §40 per annum on every Chinese 
person over twelve -years of age. The 
imposition of this latter tax having 
been declared illegal, does tho exemp- 
ting clause hold good? And are not the 
Chinese resident in our midst virtually 
escaping scot free from taxation? It 
would seem as if they are a privileged 
class just now, and that should they 
work to avail themselves of the ex- 
emption provided in tho bill and resist 
the collection of tho school tax and the 
tax on real and personal property they 
can only be reached through an appeal 
to the Supremo Court. No one need 
imagine for a moment that the creation 
of a privileged class — as the Govern- 
ment have (perhaps unwittingly) made 
the Chinese— would stand lire before 
the Supreme Court; nor do we think 
that the Chinese will be so silly as to 
to refuse to pay when called upon by 
Collector Shakespeare; but the fact 
remains that in consequence of the stu- 
pidity of tho Government in inserting 
the exemption clause in the Act the 
Chinese arc at this moment a privileg- 
ed class, and need not "pay any taxes 
until forced to do so by the expensive 
process of law.

Black who then arrested him. 

Officer Black testified that from infor- 
mation received from tho last witness he 
proceeded to his sti >re where he saw tho pri- 
soner offering the boots for sale ; asked 
him where he obtained them and he re- 
plied that he had bought them from a. 
Nanaimo friend. Arrested him on suspi- 
cion of being in possession of stolen pro- 
perty.

1 must have mentioned those islands in 
I my letters of last year. They are but 
I two in number, St. Paul and St. George; 
the former is about 000 miles from St. 
Michael's; 10 from St. George, and the 
j latter some 1 SO from Unalaska. Both 
j are very rocky, but covered with ver- 
, dure, w hich in this latitude is exceed- 
I ingly pleasing to the eye. St. Paul's 
island is visited every year by an im- 
mense number of seals; from ten to 
\ fifteen million, it appears. At St. 
George tho number is smaller. The 
Alaska Commercial Co., kill 80,000 
. seals on St. Paul's island and 20,000 
! on St. "George annually. Here we have 
another instance of the wise and all- 
providing dispositions of the Creator. 
Count Van | The Behrfiig Sea is almost constantly, 
during the summer season, covered 
with dense fogs. The cause of these 
prevailing fogs in this latitude you are 
at least as well acquainted with as l am, 
but their effects took us from Wednes- 
day (21) evening 10 the following Mon- 
day morning to make the 200 and odd 
miles thai separate St. Paul's Island 
from Unalaska. These two Islands 
besides being ever wrapt up in a dense 
fog, present to the foaming surf no- 
thing but, bold rocks and high promon- 
taries. As a consequence of this the 
seals frequent the shores of these islands 
inhospitable to all but themselves; and 
here they play and frolic about in the 
cold breeze, free from the raya of the 
sun, which, on account of their furs, 
they would certainly endeavor to es- 
cape.

supervision of tin.' I'. S. Government, 
the fur market is amply supplied with 
soul-skins, ami the species of that most 
useful animal need not fear lo be ex- 
terminated. 

From the I 1th to the 29th of July, 
the day we arrived tit Unalaska, wo 
did nothing but plough the waters of

It was anything but pleasant, 
After putting us ashore at Unalaska, i 
the steamer went back to the Seal Is- | 
hinds, and returned here last Sunday, ! 
18th, of this month of August. 

Let me tell you in the shape of "un- > 
1 coq-a-l'ane" that my episcopal ring has 
suffered a great loss; a precious ame- ! 
' thyst dropped out somewhere on the j 
! Youcnn River, and tho ring which I 
owe to the generosity of my priests, j 
i from the day of my consecration, the 
very one that was then blessed, is now 
entirely disfigured. Having described ' 
: Unalaska in 1113- letter of last year it is j 
needless to say much about it this time. 
You will probably not be surprised to 
hear that I ascended a mountain here '■ 
1,734 feet high. Following a ravine I 
went through a small creek under an 
arch of snow, some .'50 feet long, 7 wide 
and i or f> feet thick, whilst water was 
continually dropping down on my head 
and back. Before reaching the top, I 
bad to follow the crest of the moun- 
tain, not more than six feet in width, 
having steep slopes on each side. Tho 
top itself is formed by a small cone, 
with a summit where no more than two 
persons could stand at a time. There 
I stood, having nothing around or be- 
neath me but empty space, for about 
30 seconds. 1 do not usually feel very \ 
nervous at high altitudes, but there I i 
confess I had a moment of foar, and' I 
hastened to sit down to enjoy the j 
beauty of the scenery, while 1 mutter- 
ed "Gloria in Excels!* Deo.'' There is, 
south of this place, a volcano that emits 
occasionally dense volumes of smoke; 1 
another volcano on Atna Island and a : 
third on Ounimak Island are smoking 
continually. Earthquakes, they say, ; 
are frequent; on Atna Island they J 
happen as often as three times in one 
dav, and natives, undisturbed, take ; 
no notice of them. Having been! 
told that there was a hot water 
spring 7 miles distant in another bay, 
1 determined at. ouco to go and inspect 
it. The walk, going and coining, took 
me five hours; but what a horrible j 
walk it was; along the' shore, on peb- 
ble stones, on big boulders, across a 
steep sandy bluff; surely those 11 
miles were equivalent to 30 miles on a 
smooth road. Leaving the shore I fol- 
lowed the edge of a beautiful lake, ! 
chock full of large red fish; then I. 
waded through a creek, and as 1 was 
cutting mv way most laboriously through 
I very thick vegetation, looking for hot 
springs, lo! I present!) tell into a small 
brook, and felt the heat of the water 
through my boots. I followed up the 
, little stream of wafer and reached a 
j horizontal opening in the black soil, 
through which a volume of warm 
water, three inches thick, rushes with 
great velocity. That water has neither 
smell nor taste and is probably nothing 
idse but a spring of pure fresh -water 
without the mixture of mineral sub- 
I stance, warmed by subterraneous heat. 
The mud, formed the bed of the stream, 
yet is so hot that one can hardly hold 
hisfinger in it. but the flowing water 
itself is only warm, not hot, and one's 
hand can easily he kept in it without' in- 
l convenience.
